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INTRODUCTION 


By  way  of  introduction  to  this  little  volume  which  the  writer  now 
submits  to  you,  he  makes  known  the  purposes  lying  behind  it,  his  objectives 
are  declared  and  his  reasons  for  doing  the  work  are  explained. 

The  purposes  for  which  this  work  has  been  undertaken  are  to  construct 
(or  reconstruct)  and  compile  a  dependable  and  authentic  record  of  our  family. 

Ever  vigorous  and  spreading  from  its  early  beginnings  this  branch  was 
contemporaneous  with  the  formation  of  the  constitution  and  government  of 
the  United  States.  I  have  tried  to  carry  it  through  in  a  direct  blood  line  up 
to  the  present.  Included  are  all  names  of  members  of  the  family  that  a 
search  of  several  years  has  located,  identified  and  proven. 

The  objective,  of  course,  was  to  make  this  as  nearly  complete  as  was 
found  possible,  and  to  build  a  useful  record.  The  “chronology”  is  such  a 
record,  which  is  explained  at  some  length  further  on.  So  far  as  known  no 
such  other  record  has  ever  been  made  and  certainly  none  is  now  available. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  record  will  be  preserved  and  extended  to  cover 
those  yet  to  come  —  a  book  which  may  be  handed  down  from  generation  to 
generation  as  a  present  to  the  posterity  of  those  who  are  yet  unborn. 

Edmund  Burke  once  said  “People  will  not  look  forward  to  their  pos¬ 
terity  who  never  look  backward  to  their  ancestors”  and  with  a  similar 
thought  in  mind  the  task  has  been  undertaken  with  no  thought  of  glory  or 
hope  of  reward. 

The  book  includes  a  “chronology”  of  the  members  of  the  family  as 
they  appear  in  their  respective  generations.  To  each  has  been  ascribed  a 
number  which  serves  to  identify,  positively,  each  person.  The  reader  can 
readily  associate  any  name  with  any  others  establishing  the  relationship  with¬ 
out  difficulty  and  with  certainty. 

It  will  be  noted  too  that  these  identifying  numbers  are  carried  forward 
to  the  succeeding  generation  and  show  at  a  glance  the  various  family  group¬ 
ings.  These  numbers,  in  turn,  are  forwarded  on  to  the  generation  following. 
This  method  is  pursued  throughout  the  chronology  and  provides  for  an 
extension,  in  like  manner,  to  future  generations. 

A  divergence  is  possible  at  almost  any  given  point  in  the  record  enabling 
those  interested  to  bring  in  and  up  such  collateral  lines  as  may  suit  their 
purpose  and  will  in  no  way  disturb  or  distort  the  record  of  the  family  as 
here  presented. 

There  are  names  missing  which  diligent  and  protracted  effort  has  failed 
to  locate.  Should  any  or  all  of  these  be  found  or  located  at  a  later  date 
such  names  should  be  added  to  the  record  in  their  respective  and  proper  places. 

It  has  been  said  “If  history  without  chronology  is  dark  and  confused, 
chronology  without  history  is  dry  and  insipid”.  Therefore  as  we  find  that  the 
lives  of  early  ancestors  were  in  some  instances,  contemporaneous  with  the 
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lives  of  the  nation’s  founding  fathers  and  some  are  known  to  have  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  colonies’  struggle  for  independence  and  that  later  generations 
were  engaged  in  other  wars,  a  brief  history  of  some  of  these  people  is  made 
a  part  of  this  work.  This  should  add  some  interest  and  cause  us  to  take 
greater  pride  in  our  ancestry  and  our  heritage. 

This  family,  in  common  with  most  American  families,  has  scattered 
itself  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land  and  may  be  found 
from  the  coasts  of  the  Atlantic  to  the  shores  of  the  rolling  Pacific,  from 
the  northern  boundaries  of  empire  to  the  wandering  Rio  Grande.  They  have 
helped  push  back  the  wilderness  and  have  carried  our  flag  to  the  Nation’s 
outposts. 

Not  one  member  of  the  family,  so  far  as  known,  has  attained  eminence 
or  achieved  greatness  and  not  one  of  which  we  are  aware  has  fallen  into 
public  dishonor  or  disgrace.  All  have  been  loyal,  respectable,  law  abiding 
citizens  of  a  common  nationality  and  have  handed  down  their  heritage 
bettered  by  their  having  lived. 

Among  them  are  to  be  found  tradesmen,  professional  men,  farmers, 
lawyers,  doctors  and  teachers  as  well  as  those  wearing  the  cloth. 

Their  religious  beliefs  and  their  political  inclinations  have  run  the  gamut, 
one  more  expression  of  their  Americanism.  Foreign  blood  introduced  into 
the  family  at  any  time  or  anywhere  has  been  quickly  absorbed  and  assimi¬ 
lated  in  the  melting  pot  and  all  traces  erased. 

All  in  all  the  family  seems  to  have  been  and  is  now,  one  having  a 
common  average  American  ancestry  and  traditions. 

The  gathering  and  assembling  of  this  family  record,  while  limited  in 
its  extent  and  scope  and  meager  in  its  detail  has  been  a  source  of  pleasure 
to  me  and  much  satisfaction  has  been  derived  from  its  preparation. 

Contacts  have  been  established  with  long  lost  relatives  and  others  have 
been  found  whose  very  existence  was  previously  unknown  to  me. 

The  final  pages  of  the  book  are  an  important  part,  too,  as  they  comprise 
a  current  directory  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  members  of  the  family. 

The  use  of  this  should  enable  the  various  family  members  to  keep  the 
contacts  alive  and  should  also  make  the  extension  of  the  work  into  succeeding 
generations  much  simpler  and  more  dependable. 

“He  hath  provided  a  kindness  for  many  generations 
and  faces  that  have  not  seen  him  shall  know  him.  ’ 

An  expression  of  gratitude  and  sincere  appreciation  is  due  all  those 
kindly  souls  who  have  been  so  helpful  in  making  this  record  and  history 
possible.  To  them  I  say,  thank  you. 

If  this  little  book  merits  the  approval  and  approbation  of  those  into 
whose  hands  it  comes,  that  in  itself  shall  be  a  generous  reward. 
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On  the  opposite  page  is  reproduced  a  copy  of  a  Bond  of 
Ma  rriage  given  by  Isaac  Garvin  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia 
on  June  27th,  1791,  and  as  it  is  not  altogether  legible  it  is 
transcribed  and  reads  as  follows: 

“KNOW  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  we  Isaac  Garvin  and 
Samuel  Givins  are  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  of  Virginia  in  the  sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  Currant 
money  to  the  payment  whereof  well  and  truly  to  be  made  to 
the  said  Governor  and  his  successors  we  bind  ourselves,  our 
heirs,  jointly  and  severally,  firmly,  by  these  presents  sealed  with 
our  seal  and  dated  the  27th  day  of  June,  1791. 

"Phe  consideration  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that  whereas 
there  is  a  marriage  shortly  intended  between  the  above  bound 
Isaac  Garvin  <Sc  Jenny  Huston  for  which  a  license  has  issued. 

Now  if  there  be  no  lawful  cause  to  obstruct  the  said  marriage 
then  this  obligation  to  be  void  or  else  to  remain  in  full  force.

Our  chronology  shows  that  this  marriage  took  place  the 
following  day,  June  28th,  1791,  in  Lincoln  County  Kentucky. 
It  will  be  noted  that  this  bond  was  given  to  the  Governor  of 
Virginia.  This  seeming  discrepancy  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  Kentucky  on  that  date  was  a  part  of  Virginia  and 
became  a  state  the  following  year  1792  when  admitted  to  the 
union  as  the  fifteenth  state. 

It  may  be  noted  too  that  the  obligation  is  in  the  sum  of 
Fifty  Pounds  Currant  (sic)  money.  This  is  accounted  for 
when  it  is  known  that  the  “Act  Creating  the  Mint"  and  our 
present  monetary  system  were  also  adopted  in  the  following 
year  1792.

This  particular  branch  of  the  “Thomas”  family  has  been 
traced  back  to  1761  and  it  is  believed  the  information  pre¬ 
sented  is  well  authenticated,  accurate  and  therefore  reliable. 

Each  family  member  mentioned,  regardless  of  family 
name,  is,  nevertheless,  a  blood  relative  of  all  others  and 
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will  find  his  beginnings  in  a  ancestor  common  to  all  of  us, 
Isaac  Garvin. 

Logically,  this  brief  history  deals  chronologically  with 
various  people  and  persons  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear 
on  the  scenes  enabling  one  to  follow  the  family  ramifications 
from  generation  to  generation  in  their  regular  sequence. 

Should  any  of  the  names  used  be  referred  to  by  number 
it  should  be  understood  that  the  number  serves  further  to 
identify  the  person  in  the  accompanying  chronology. 

Isaac  Garvin  was  born  in,  or  near,  the  frontier  town  of 
Lancaster,  Penn,  about  1761.  He  said  in  later  years  that  he 
was  uncertain  as  to  the  exact  date  of  his  birth.  Nothing  is 
known  of  his  ancestry,  although  he  was  probably  of  Scotch- 
Irish-Welsh  origin. 

The  war  with  England  with  its  uncertainties,  had  been 
under  way  for  five  years  when,  in  1780,  Isaac  Garvin,  then 
a  young  man  of  19  or  20  enlisted  as  a  common  soldier  in  the 
“Army  of  Virginia"  from  Rockingham  County.  This  was  a 
Colonial  Militia  and  was  called  into  active  service  by  General 
Horatio  Gates  in  time  to  participate  under  him  in  the  battle 
of  Camden,  S.C.  on  August  16,  1780. 

Historians  tell  us  that  Gates  was  an  officer  in  the  British 
army  in  1755  and  was  with  General  Braddock  at  Fort  Du- 
quesne  (Pittsburgh)  where  George  Washington,  a  young 
officer,  served  also. 

Braddock's  army  was  ambushed  by  Indians  and  French. 
Braddock  was  killed  in  the  engagement  and  later  buried  in 
an  unmarked  grave  during  the  retreat  of  the  remnants  of  his 
once  brilliant  army.  Gates  returned  to  England  and  in  1765 
retired  from  the  army.  In  1772  he  removed  from  England  to 
Virginia  and  in  1775  joined  the  Continental  Army  as  a  brig¬ 
adier  general,  was  promoted  to  major  general  in  1776  and 
in  1777  given  command  of  the  Northern  Department  and  in 
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that  position  has  been  given  credit  for  the  defeat  of  Burgoyne 
at  Saratoga  on  Oct.  7th,  1777.  Some  later  historians  are 
inclined  to  give  greater  credit  for  the  victory  to  Benedict 
Arnold. 

In  1778  Gates  fell  into  disrepute  when  he  attempted  to 
wrest  control  of  the  American  Armies  from  General  Wash¬ 
ington  in  which  he  failed,  and  a  disgruntled  Gates  tendered 
his  resignation  as  an  officer  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Washington  induced  him  to  return  to  the  service  and  in 
1780  he  was  given  command  of  the  troops  in  the  South.  It 
was  during  this  period  that  he  met  the  British  at  Camden, 
under  Lord  Cornwallis,  and  suffered  a  major  defeat. 

In  this  engagement  Gates  used  tactics  which  were  faulty 
when  he  sent  into  the  lines  many  raw  and  untrained  Virginia 
troops.  These  troops  were  badly  routed,  many  of  them  throw¬ 
ing  aside  such  arms  as  they  possessed  and  taking  refuge  in 
the  surrounding  woods. 

Isaac  Garvin  makes  affidavit  in  later  years  that  he  was 
among  these  Virginia  troops,  although  he  doesn’t  say  that 
he  threw  his  gun  aside.  He  relates  further  that  when  Gates’ 
command  was  taken  over  by  Nathaniel  Greene,  he  continued 
in  the  service  under  Greene  and  participated  in  the  battles 
at  Eutaw  Springs,  Guilford  Court  House  and  Ninety  Six. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the  campaign  that  forced  Corn¬ 
wallis  northward  to  his  surrender  to  General  Washington  at 
Yorktown  a  year  later,  bringing  to  an  end  the  four-year 
struggle  for  American  independence. 

After  the  battle  at  Guilford  Court  House,  Greene  wrote 
an  account  of  the  engagement  to  Henry  Morgan  who  had 
routed  the  British  at  Cowpens  some  two  months  earlier,  in 
which  he  said,  “The  Virginia  Militia  behaved  with  great 
gallantry,  and  the  fate  of  the  day  was  long  and  doubtful, 
but  finally  we  were  obliged  to  give  up  the  ground”. 
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Isaac  Garvin  served  the  18  months  for  which  he  had  en¬ 
listed  and  soon  after  his  discharge  he  migrated  westward  into 
the  frontier  country  of  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky,  at  that  time 
a  part  of  the  Colony  of  Virginia. 

It  was  here  that  he  met,  and  on  June  28,  1791,  married 
Jane  Huston  (the  marriage  record  reads  Jennie).  She  was 
born  in  1769,  according  to  an  affidavit  she  made  in  1843  in 
which  she  stated  that  she  was  then  about  74  years  of  age. 

In  January  1833  (under  #4236  Book  D,  Vol.  9,  page  41 
of  the  pension  rolls  inscribed  under  the  “Rolls  of  Kentucky") 
Isaac  Garvin  was  granted  a  pension  of  $60.00  per  year,  be¬ 
ginning  March  4th,  1831,  for  his  services  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War. 

Isaac  Garvin  was  not  destined  to  enjoy  any  part  of  this 
munificient  pension.  The  first  payment  of  $120.00,  being  two 
years'  arrearage,  arrived  on  March  4th,  1833  which  was  just 
three  days  too  late  as  Isaac  Garvin  had  died  on  March  1st. 
He  was  then  72. 

His  widow,  Jane,  later  applied  for,  and  was  granted  a 
small  pension  for  the  last  few  years  of  her  lifetime.  This  pen¬ 
sion  record  is  to  be  found  now  in  the  “Rolls  of  Kentucky" 
Lincoln  County  under  #3952  recorded  in  Book  A,  Vol.  1, 
page  1 19. 

Continuing  with  Isaac  Garvin  and  his  wife,  Jane  or  Jen¬ 
nie,  we  are  unable  to  find  any  official  records  of  the  birth  of 
any  children  other  than  the  information  that  a  daughter  named 
“Jane"  was  born  to  them  in  1792.  In  1810  this  girl  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  a  man  bearing  the  same  family  name  “Garvin"  but 
it  is  thought  that  they  were  distant  relatives,  if  related  at  all. 
A  daughter,  Parmelia  Ann  Garvin,  was  born  to  them  on  De¬ 
cember  28,  1811. 

It  is  in  this  generation  that  we  first  meet  up  with  the  family 
name  of  “Thomas"  in  the  person  of  John  Thomas  who  was 
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born  in  the  Virginia  backwoods  in  the  year  1785,  migrating 
as  so  many  others  did  to  the  Kentucky  frontier,  and  it  was 
here  in  Lincoln  County  that  a  son  was  born  to  them,  to  whom 
was  given  the  name  “Hardin  Thomas”  on  June  20,  1811. 
Nothing  else  is  known  regarding  John  Thomas. 

Beginning  at  this  point  the  records  of  the  family  become 
clearer  and  more  definite.  Parmelia  Ann  Garvin  and  Hardin 
Thomas  were  married  in  Lincoln  County  Kentucky  on  April 
10,  1828.  They  remained  there  a  few  years,  during  which  time 
four  children  were  born  to  them.  We  are  told  that  in  1836 
or  1837  they  packed  up  everything  they  owned,  including 
three  slaves  that  had  been  given  to  them  at  the  time  of  their 
marriage,  and,  with  mule  teams  and  oxen,  migrated  to  the 
central  part  of  Missouri,  taking  with  them  some  choice  seed 
grains  of  various  kinds. 

It  was  here  a  few  years  later,  after  the  United  States  be¬ 
came  involved  in  a  war  with  Mexico,  that  Hardin  Thomas 
organized  a  Company  of  volunteers,  training  them  in  the  man¬ 
ual  of  arms  using  his  own  pasture  and  field  as  a  parade 
grounds.  It  is  apparent  that  he  had  some  knowledge  of  mili¬ 
tary  affairs,  but  whether  he  had  served  earlier  or  how  he  had 
acquired  his  knowledge  is  unknown. 

This  company  of  volunteers  presented  itself  at  Fort  Scott 
Kansas  from  which  point  they  were  marched  overland  to  the 
war  front.  As  a  Lieutenant,  Hardin  Thomas  commanded  a 
battery  at  Palo  Alto,  Texas,  May  8,  1846  and  later  saw  ac¬ 
tion  at  Buena  Vista,  Mexico  (Feb.  1847)  as  well  as  at  Mon¬ 
terey,  Mexico  (Sept.  21,  1846).  During  this  latter  campaign 
he  was  in  close  contact  with  General  Zachary  Taylor  who, 
with  his  6,000  men,  had  given  Santa  Anna  with  his  twenty 
thousand  such  a  defeat  that  the  question  of  boundary  lines 
between  the  U.  S.  and  Mexico  were  firmly  settled.  After 
Monterey,  Lieutenant  Thomas  moved  on  to  the  south  and 
joined  the  forces  of  Winfield  Scott  at  Vera  Cruz,  following 
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him  and  the  fortunes  of  war  inland  to  a  point  just  short  of 
Mexico  City  and  Chapultepec.  From  there  he  was  ordered 
to  return  home  on  account  of  sickness,  or  as  his  Captain  put 
it  in  a  report,  “Lt.  Thomas  hasn't  been  a  well  man  since  an 
attack  of  brain  fever  at  Monterey”.  T  his  was  a  case  of  malaria, 
however,  which  was  a  common  and  prevalent  condition  in  the 
army  during  those  campaigns. 

Evidently  Scott  had  staked  everything  on  victory  at  Mexi¬ 
co  City  and  had  not  in  any  way  covered  or  protected  the  rear. 
Hence  it  was  a  hazardous  and  dangerous  undertaking  for  any¬ 
one  to  make  a  return  trip  to  Vera  Cruz,  their  point  of  landing. 

Thomas  had  left  the  front  lines  on  May  5th,  1847  with 
the  ‘‘express”  for  Vera  Cruz.  From  that  date  we  hear  nothing 
of  or  from  him  until  July  7th  at  which  time  he  showed  up 
again  at  the  front  reporting  for  active  duty.  He  had  been 
unable  to  get  further  back  than  Puebla  and  spent  his  time  at 
this  place  rebuilding  his  strength. 

Evidently  Lieutenant  Thomas  accompanied  Scott  right  on 
through  to  Mexico  City  and  Chapultepec  which  engagement 
took  place  on  September  13,  1847. 

The  next  and  last  we  hear  of  Lieutenant  Thomas  was  a 
few  words  written  by  Captain  Robert  Anderson  to  Mrs.  An¬ 
derson  dated  Oct.  27,  1847  in  which  he  says  “Thomas  leaves 
Mexico  City  to  return  to  Vera  Cruz  as  the  Company  to  which 
he  belongs  is  there”. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Captain  Anderson,  who  wrote 
these  few  lines  from  the  battle  fields  in  Mexico  in  1847,  is 
the  same  Robert  Anderson  who,  as  a  Major,  was  in  command 
at  Fort  Sumter  and  surrendered  this  fort  to  the  Southern 
forces  on  April  14,  1861  after  the  opening  guns  had  fired  their 
shots  starting  the  Civil  War. 

From  what  has  been  found  it  seems  evident  that  Lieutenant 
Thomas  was  with  Taylor  at  Palo  Alto,  Buena  Vista  and 
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Monterey  in  1846  and  1847  and  joined  the  forces  of  Winfield 
Scott  at  Tampico  and  on  to  Chapultepec.  He  contracted  ma¬ 
laria  or  some  sort  of  fever  which  was  prevalent  in  our  armies 
during  these  campaigns  and  then  too  there  was  but  little  help 
for  these  men  as  hospital  and  medical  care  were  non-existent. 

The  records  and  history  of  the  Mexican  war  were  not  well 
kept  and  what  now  remains  is  limited  and  badly  scattered. 

Hardin  Thomas  returned  to  his  home  and  family  in  Mis¬ 
souri  in  the  late  fall  months  of  1847.  Returning  soldiers  were 
rewarded  with  land  grants,  privates  with  quarter  sections  and 
officers  with  half  or  whole  sections.  Thomas  was  granted  land 
in  Platte  County,  Missouri,  but  did  not  exercise  his  rights 
and  no  filing  was  made. 

Whatever  disease  or  ailment  had  caused  Scott  to  order 
Thomas  home  in  the  fall  of  1847,  evidently  caused  his  death 
on  September  13,  1848  just  short  of  a  year  after  he  left  Mexico. 
He  was  at  that  time  but  37 ;  however,  he  had  fathered  ten 
children,  of  which  six  were  left  with  the  widow,  Parmelia 
Ann.  The  oldest  child  was  IS  years  of  age  and  the  youngest 
were  twin  boys  18  months  old. 

This  young  widow,  with  little  help  or  advice,  and  alone 
with  her  brood  of  children,  disposed  of  the  land  grant  in 
1854,  believing  it  to  be  of  little  value.  She  then  made  her 
way  with  her  few  belongings  to  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  a  small 
town  on  the  left  banks  of  the  Missouri  River,  marking  the 
western  edge  of  slave  country.  Kansas,  lying  across  the  river, 
was  being  settled  and  had  that  year  been  declared  a  territory. 

Here  she  made  a  home  in  a  section  of  bottom  land  along 
the  west  banks  of  the  Missouri  River,  then,  as  now,  an  unruly 
and  unpredictable  stream  of  mud.  Some  of  her  boys  were  old 
enough  to  help  her,  and  they  soon  began  the  cutting  of  the 
timber  standing  on  the  land.  This  was  largely  disposed  of  as 
cord-wood  to  be  used  by  the  steam  boats  then  doing  much  of 
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the  transportation  of  freight  into  this  new  country.  For  a  few 
years  this  continued;  then  the  river  began  gnawing  away  at 
her  lands  and  not  long  afterward  she  was  to  see  all  of  her 
holdings  swept  away  and  carried  down  river. 

Again  she  was  homeless.  These  people  were  surely  made 
of  stern  material,  although  conditions  were  such  that  everyone 
lived  a  pretty  rough  life  compared  to  present-day  standards. 
The  houses  in  this  section  of  the  new  country  were  constructed 
of  rough  logs,  mostly,  and  were  heated  by,  and  most  of  their 
cooking  was  done  on,  rude  fire  places  built  of  field  stone  and 
mud. 

The  railroads  were  following  migration  across  the  country 
and  St.  Joseph  was  at  that  time  the  farthest  point  west,  being 
the  terminus  of  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  Railroad. 

The  Oregon  Trail,  the  California  Trail  and  the  Santa  Fe 
Trail  were  all  crowded  throughout  the  summer  months.  The 
movement  was  always  westward.  Gold  in  California  and 
silver  in  Nevada  had  been  the  lodestones,  but  open  lands  in 
Oregon  were  also  a  strong  attraction. 

California  had  been  admitted  as  a  state  in  1850,  and  the 
population  was  growing  rapidly,  especially  around  the  San 
Francisco  area.  Communications  with  these  isolated  outposts 
were  an  important  but  difficult  proposition.  Weeks,  and  many 
times  months,  were  required  in  getting  messages  to  and  from 
these  settlements,  and  this  great  need  led  to  the  formation  of 
“The  Pony  Express”  regarded  as  one  of  the  great  adventures 
in  American  history. 

This  dare-devil  experiment  was  conceived  by  men  who 
were  at  that  time  running  freight  lines  to  the  west  and  was 
undertaken  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  delivering  telegrams 
or  other  messages  from  St.  Joseph  to  San  Francisco  in  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  ten  days.  The  company  was  organized  and  commenced 
their  runs  on  April  3,  1860.  The  headquarters  of  the  Company 
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were  in  St.  Joseph  with  offices  in  the  “Pattee  House”,  while 
the  western  terminus  was  at  Sacramento,  California,  1966 
miles  away. 

Home  stations  were  established,  spaced  from  75  to  100 
miles  apart,  and  they  marked  the  way  with  relay  stations  spot¬ 
ted  every  15  to  25  miles.  A  rider  covered  the  whole  distance 
between  home  stations  changing  horses  six,  eight  or  even  ten 
times  in  making  the  round  trip.  A  schedule  of  the  first  runs 
indicates  that  from  the  departure  point  (on  the  Kansas  side 
of  the  Missouri  at  Elwood  or  Wathena,  where  farms  and 
barns  were  maintained  for  the  care  of  the  horses)  to  the  first 
home  station  west  at  Marysville,  Kansas  was  a  matter  of 
twelve  hours  and  100  miles.  Fort  Kearney,  Nebraska  was  34 
hours;  Fort  Faramie,  Wyoming,  80  hours;  Great  Salt  Lake, 
124  hours;  Carson  City,  Nevada,  188  hours,  Placerville,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  226  hours;  and  San  Francisco,  240  hours,  just  ten  days 
at  an  average  speed  of  almost  200  miles  per  day.  These  riders 
had  to  maintain  a  steady  pace  of  about  one  mile  every  seven 
and  a  half  minutes,  and  this  through  an  almost  uninhabited 
wilderness  without  roads  and  almost  without  markers. 

Incredible  as  it  may  seem,  these  riders  actually  did  this 
in  the  face  of  violent  storms,  snows  at  times  as  much  as  five 
feet  deep,  bitter  cold  weather,  scorching  summer  heat,  dark¬ 
ness,  hostile  Indians,  raging  rivers,  and  wild  and  untravelled 
mountain  barriers. 

Right  at  the  time  riders  were  being  recruited  by  the  Pony 
Express,  the  widow  of  Hardin  Thomas,  with  her  family  of 
half-grown  children,  had  moved  to  some  bottom  lands  in  El¬ 
wood  Township  across  the  river  from  St.  Joseph,  Missouri  on 
the  Kansas  side.  In  the  immediate  vicinity  of  this  farm  were 
the  barns  and  stables  where  the  finest  and  fleetest  horses  the 
Pony  Express  could  purchase  were  to  be  found. 

Since  a  competent  rider  was  being  offered  as  much  as 
$50.00  per  month  with  board  and  room  it  was  only  logical  that 
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one  of  her  young  sons  would  be  attracted  to  this  venture.  Wil¬ 
liam  Thomas,  who  must  have  been  an  active,  rugged  boy  of 
twenty,  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  riders  in  this  grueling  test  of 
man  and  beast.  William  F.  Cody,  later  known  as  “Buffalo 
Bill”,  was  another  of  these  riders  of  the  Pony  Express. 

The  exact  assignments  on  which  William  Thomas  rode 
are  not  known  but  more  than  likely  it  was  one  of  the  Eastern 
runs.  These  were  considered  less  difficult  than  some  runs  on 
the  Western  division  where  they  used  almost  wild  mustang 
ponies,  noted  for  their  endurance  and  all  around  cussedness; 
while  the  horses  in  the  eastern  sections  were  high  spirited, 
tough  racing  stock. 

The  western  end  of  the  telegraph  lines  and  rails  of  the  day 
was  at  St.  Joseph,  and  neither  crossed  into  Kansas  until  the 
following  year,  1861,  the  year  Kansas  was  admitted  into  the 
Union. 

In  the  west  a  telegraph  line  had  been  built  from  San 
Francisco  eastward  as  far  as  Sacramento,  and  then  on  to 
Placerville,  and  the  riders  filled  in  the  gap  between  Missouri 
and  California  as  a  rapid  means  of  communication,  carrying 
letters  and  telegrams  for  a  cash  fee  of  as  much  as  $5.00  each. 

The  Company,  while  successful  in  operation,  was  never¬ 
theless,  doomed  financially  from  its  very  inception.  The  losses 
were  staggering  and  by  October  of  1861  when  the  telegraph 
lines  were  joined,  the  people  of  the  west  and  east  were  brought 
into  direct  contact  with  each  other.  The  Pony  Express  was  a 
bankrupt,  and  on  that  date  folded  its  tent;  and  one  of  the  most 
exciting  periods  in  American  adventures  had  passed  into 
history. 

Almost  all  of  the  records  of  this  daring  exploit  have  been 
lost,  however  there  are  enough  remaining  to  fix  an  indelible 
stamp  on  our  history  and  become  almost  a  legend  of  American 
courage  and  bravery. 
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Time  was  passing  and  Parmelia  Ann  Thomas’  children 
were  growing  up.  Her  only  daughter,  Nancy  Jane  (12),  was 
married  in  Linn  County  Missouri  on  October  20,  1850  to 
James  A.  Baker.  (She  was  then  fourteen  years  old.) 

The  slavery  question  was  a  burning  political  issue  and  fast 
becoming  more  intense,  finally  breaking  into  open  warfare  in 
the  spring  months  of  1861. 

Kansas  was  admitted  into  the  Union  that  same  year  as  a 
free  state,  although  Missouri  had  been  in  the  Union  for  forty 
years  as  a  slave  state  by  virtue  of  Henry  Clay’s  Missouri  Com¬ 
promise. 

James  Baker,  the  young  husband  of  Nancy  Jane,  was 
among  the  first  to  answer  President  Lincoln’s  call  for  volun¬ 
teers,  and  he  became  the  first  fatality  of  the  war  to  fall  to  the 
lot  of  the  Thomas  family  He  died  in  Jefferson  Barracks  in 
1862. 

William  Pemberton  Thomas  (13),  the  former  Pony  Ex¬ 
press  rider,  became  the  first  of  the  Thomas  boys  to  enlist  in 
the  Union  forces  which  he  did  in  the  early  spring  months  of 
1862  while  the  war  was  as  yet  less  than  a  year  under  way. 
He  was  twenty-one. 

In  after  years  he  was  fond  of  relating  the  story  of  how  he 
and  a  neighbor  boy  rowed  an  old  flat  bottomed  boat  across 
the  Missouri  River  to  the  recruiting  offices  in  St.  Joseph.  There 
his  boyhood  friend  joined  up  with  the  Southern  forces  while 
he,  Thomas,  returned  to  the  Kansas  side  of  the  river  and 
joined  the  Union  army  as  a  recruited  volunteer  in  the  Tenth 
Kansas  Regiment. 

William  P.  Thomas  was  assigned  to  Company  I  of  this 
regiment  and  it  is  the  activities  of  this  particular  Company 
that  we  shall  follow  during  the  years  1862-63-64  and  1865. 

The  Civil  War  record  of  the  Tenth  Kansas  Regiment  as 
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taken  from  the  ‘‘Official  Military  History'1  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral's  office,  Kansas  Historical  Society  is  our  guide. 

The  history  of  the  3rd  and  4th  Kansas  Regiments  (with 
a  few  men  from  the  5th)  shows  that  they  marched  to  Paola, 
Kansas  and  there  on  April  3,  1862  were  consolidated  to  form 
the  Tenth  Regiment,  Kansas  Infantry. 

This  new  regiment  had  about  800  troops  and  was  composed 
of  Companies  “A"  through  “K"  (“J"  excepted)  with  Colonel 
Cloud  in  command.  Company  I  was  commanded  by  Captain 
C.  P.  Twiss  and  1st  Lieutenant  W.  C.  Jones. 

Almost  immediately  after  formation,  the  Tenth  marched 
to  Fort  Scott,  Kansas  and,  after  a  few  days  rest,  four  Com¬ 
panies  of  the  regiment  joined  the  2nd  Ohio  Cavalry  Regiment 
for  an  expedition  into  Indian  Territory  120  miles  below  Fort 
Scott. 

On  June  13th  the  regiment,  under  command  of  Captain 
Twiss,  marched  from  Fort  Scott  to  the  Osage  Mission  and, 
with  four  Companies  from  the  9th,  marched  down  the  Neosho 
River,  then  across  country  to  Baxter  Springs,  Kansas  where 
other  forces  were  waiting. 

They  were  looking  for  the  Confederate  Colonel  Waitie 
and  his  notorious  1st  Cherokee  Rebel  Regiment.  Furthermore 
they  found  him  on  the  morning  of  July  3.  His  camp  was 
situated  on  a  steep  and  rocky  hill,  the  only  approach  being 
a  narrow  track  on  the  southern  side.  The  10th  Kansas,  sup¬ 
porting  a  section  of  the  1st  Kansas  Battery,  was  ordered  to  fix 
bayonets  and  charge  the  enemy  from  the  west.  Leaving  a 
few  Indians  to  support  the  artillery,  the  10th  charged  up 
the  heights,  almost  completely  enveloping  the  Confederate 
camp. 

At  the  first  dash,  the  enemy  fired  one  round  and  then  broke 
in  hopeless  confusion  as  they  tried  to  escape  down  the  two 
rough  sides  of  the  hill.  Some  sixty  or  seventy  of  them  were 
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left  behind  as  dead  or  wounded,  while  155  (including  their 
Colonel  Clarkson)  were  taken  prisoner.  The  Tenth  Kansas 
had  had  its  baptism.  Some  of  its  members  had  been  wounded, 
but  none  were  killed. 

These  men  then  rejoined  their  own  outfit  and  a  few  days 
later  marched  with  Weir’s  Division  toward  Fort  Gibson, 
Kansas  on  the  Arkansas  River  in  the  Indian  Territory  then 
held  by  the  Confederate  General  Cooper  with  5,000  men.  As 
the  Federals  approached  the  fort,  Cooper,  putting  up  no  fight, 
moved  across  the  river. 

On  July  18,  1862  Captain  Twiss  of  Company  I  resigned 
and  was  succeeded  by  Lieutenant  W.  C.  Jones  on  July  25. 

They  spent  the  next  few  weeks  chasing  some  rebel  forces 
under  Colonel  Cockrell  without  ever  catching  them.  How¬ 
ever  about  the  middle  of  September  they  had  a  little  scrap  at 
Newtonia,  Missouri  where  they  suffered  some  small  damage. 

By  October  12,  1862  the  Tenth  had  arrived  at  Pea  Ridge, 
Arkansas.  At  this  point  the  army  (then  under  General  Scho¬ 
field)  divided  and  pursued  the  enemy,  who  had  likewise  di¬ 
vided  his  forces,  moving  towards  Fayetteville  to  the  east,  and 
towards  the  Indian  Territory  to  the  west.  The  Tenth  re¬ 
mained  with  the  1st  Division  and  moved  in  and  about  that 
section  of  Arkansas  and  farther  west  to  the  Indian  Territory. 

On  November  27  the  Regiment  marched  on  Cane  Hill, 
Arkansas  where  8,000  cavalry  under  Confederate  General 
Marmaduke  were  encamped.  The  men  in  the  Tenth  knew 
that  they  now  had  some  serious  fighting  to  do,  and  that  more 
than  likely  their  Thanksgiving  dinner  on  the  morrow  would 
be  composed  of  lead  with  gleaming  bayonets  and  swords 
thrown  in  for  dressing. 

They  continued  their  march  towards  this  trouble  until 
early  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  they  came  within  sound  of 
the  guns  of  the  2nd  Indiana  Battery. 
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The  enemy  was  holding  his  position  stubbornly  but  when 
the  rifies  of  the  10th,  11th  and  13th  Kansas  and  the  9th  Wis¬ 
consin  flashed  into  his  sight  and  the  musket  balls  began  to 
whistle  about  his  ears  he  retreated  with  the  Tenth  leading  the 
2nd  and  3rd  Brigades  in  the  pursuit. 

The  enemy  made  three  further  stands  before  being  finally 
routed.  Thus  the  gallant  Tenth  conducted  itself  with  valor 
during  its  first  major  engagement,  the  Battle  of  Prairie  Grove, 
December  7,  1862. 

Four  thousand  Federal  troops  had  routed  eight  thousand 
of  the  Southern  forces.  The  official  report  by  H.  H.  Williams 
commanding  the  10th  shows  that  the  regiment  lost  six  men 
killed  and  67  wounded  out  of  the  367  engaged.  The  report 
further  shows  that  Company  I  of  the  10th  was  that  day  on  de¬ 
tached  duty  and  did  not  participate  in  the  battle. 

However,  the  battle  of  Prairie  Grove  had  not  been  the 
end  of  General  Marmaduke,  for  in  the  winter  or  early  spring 
of  1863  he  lay  siege  to  the  town  of  Springfield,  Missouri  in 
an  apparent  efifort  to  gain  control  of  that  territory,  then  one 
of  the  principal  sources  of  lead,  a  commodity  badly  needed 
by  both  sides,  especially  the  South. 

The  Tenth  Kansas  was,  with  the  contingent,  sent  to  relieve 
the  town.  The  siege  was  soon  broken  and  they  went  into  camp 
at  Springfield  until  March  of  1863.  At  that  time  they  were 
ordered  to  Fort  Scott  so  that  a  portion  of  the  men  at  least  might 
have  an  opportunity  to  visit  their  homes  for  a  short  while. 

On  June  4  they  moved  by  rail  to  St.  Louis  and  were  then 
ordered  on  east  to  Indiana  to  intercept  the  Rebel  General 
Morgan  who  was  making  raids  into  Federal  territory  north 
of  the  Ohio  River.  By  the  time  the  10th  arrived  Morgan  had 
been  driven  back  across  the  river  and  the  regiment  returned 
to  St.  Louis  on  July  18,  1863.  During  the  absence  of  the  regi¬ 
ment  in  the  east,  Company  I  was  doing  duty  as  provost  guard 
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at  St.  Louis  and  in  August  again  joined  their  regiment  at 
Kansas  City. 

During  September  the  Tenth  pursued  Quantrell  and  his 
band  of  cut-throat  guerrillas  who  had  sacked  Lawrence,  but 
he  eluded  them  and  made  good  his  escape  into  Indian  Terri¬ 
tory  and  Texas. 

On  New  Year's  day  1864  the  regiment  was  ordered  to 
Alton,  Illinois  where  they  took  charge  of  a  military  prison. 
Here  smallpox  attacked  the  regiment  and  many  died. 

In  May  they  were  again  at  St.  Louis  on  guard  duty  and 
in  August  they  were  mustered  out  of  the  service  in  this  order: 

August  18,  1864 — Company  E  discharged. 

August  19,  1864 — Companies  D,  F,  G,  H,  I,  &  K  were 
discharged. 

August  20,  1864 — Company  C  discharged. 

Under  Special  Order  #225  “Adjutant  General”  dated 
August  15,  1864,  the  “Tenth  Kansas”  regiment  was  re-formed 
and  four  Companies  of  the  veterans  were  incorporated  therein. 

The  re-enlisted  veterans  of  Companies  C,  E,  F,  A  &  K 
with  recruits  of  Company  F  will  form  new  Company 
“A”.  Captain  C.  F.  Hill — Lieutenant  Cyrus  Leland,  Jr. 

The  re-enlisted  veterans  of  Companies  B,  D,  G  and  I  con¬ 
solidated  with  recruits  in  Company  I  will  form  new 
Company  “B”.  Captain  W.  C.  Jones — 1st  Lieutenant 
J.  E.  Thorp. 

After  several  moves  this  new  Tenth,  on  November  28, 
1864  were  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  and  the  next  day  at  Colum¬ 
bia,  Tennessee.  On  November  29  they  fell  back  to  Spring 
Hill  before  the  advancing  army  of  Confederate  General  Hood 
and  on  November  30  it  continued  its  movement  northward, 
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and  they  were  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Franklin  on  that  date. 
No  official  report  of  the  part  taken  by  the  Tenth  in  this  battle 
is  available  although  Captain  Jones  reported  the  loss  of  a 
number  of  his  men  who  have  not  been  accounted  for  in  the 
schedule  of  losses  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office. 

During  the  early  days  of  December,  while  Schofield's 
army  was  making  its  way  to  Nashville,  the  Tenth  helped  cover 
his  movement  toward  the  city  and  were  constantly  skirmish¬ 
ing  with  Hood's  troops. 

On  December  8th  the  regiment  was  transferred  to  the  17th 
Army  Corps  which  was  afterwards  designated  “Detached 
Army  of  the  Tennessee". 

General  Thomas'  army  was  defending  Nashville.  Scho¬ 
field  with  his  army,  after  the  battle  of  Franklin,  was  hasten¬ 
ing  there  to  join  him  and  the  Tenth  Kansas  was  with  Scho¬ 
field. 

This  regiment  remained  in  the  main  works  and  rifle  pits 
where  they  were  engaged  in  continuous  picket  firing  until 
December  16  when  they  joined  in  the  general  assault  which 
routed  and  almost  totally  destroyed  Hood's  Veteran  Army  of 
forty  thousand  men.  On  December  20,  Captain  Jones  of  the 
10th  Kansas  made  a  report  of  the  activities  of  his  regiment 
during  the  battle  of  Nashville  on  December  15  and  16.  He 
says : 

kkA  few  minutes  after  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the 
1 5th  I  received  orders  to  march  my  command  to  the  skirm¬ 
ish  lines.  I  moved  immediately,  placing  thirty  men  on  the 
right  under  Lieutenant  May  and  fifty  more  from  Com¬ 
pany  B'  under  Lieutenant  Thorp  on  the  left  holding  in 
reserve  77  men  of  Company  ‘A’  and  20  men  of  Com¬ 
pany  ‘B'  ” 

This  position  was  held  until  four  o'clock  when  the  relief 
troops  came  up.  The  loss  to  the  two  Companies  during  the 
day's  fighting  amounted  to  19  men  wounded. 
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On  the  16th  of  December  the  Tenth  again  lay  under  the 
fire  of  the  Southern  guns  until  four  o’clock  when  the  general 
charge  was  ordered.  Captain  Jones  says  as  to  this: 

“My  men  sprang  to  their  feet  and  advanced  on  the  double 

quick  following  the  routed  foe  about  of  a  mile  behind 

his  works.  My  loss  was  five  men  wounded.” 

The  regiment  moved  away  towards  the  south  and  on 
February  21  were  in  camp  at  Chalmette,  Louisiana  (on  the 
battle  field  of  the  battle  of  New  Orleans  in  1815)  six  miles 
below  the  city.  They  remained  there  until  March  7,  1865. 

On  April  9,  1865  (the  day  Lee  surrendered  to  Grant  at 
Appomattox)  the  Tenth  Kansas  was  pounding  away  at  Fort 
Blakeley,  Alabama  on  the  skirmish  line  composed  of  men 
from  Company  UB”  under  Captain  Jones  and  before  night¬ 
fall  the  fort  had  been  subdued.  Loss  consisted  of  Corporal 
Thompson  and  Private  Priddy  killed  and  four  men  wounded. 

On  September  20,  1865  the  regiment  was  discharged  at 
Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas  and  William  Thomas  returned  to 
his  home. 

Two  other  sons  of  this  pioneer  widow  were  to  answer  the 
call  of  President  Lincoln  for  volunteers. 

George  G.  Thomas  and  James  G.  Thomas,  twin  brothers, 
offered  themselves  and  were  enlisted  in  Company  “G”  44th 
Missouri  Volunteers  and  were  inducted  into  the  service  Au¬ 
gust  22,  1864,  being  then  seventeen  years  of  age.  This  took 
place  at  St.  Joseph,  Alissouri  and  the  regiment  of  “Infantry 
Volunteers1’  left  for  the  south  on  September  10th  stopping 
off  for  three  weeks  training  at  Rolla,  Missouri  and  then  on 
to  join  Major  General  John  Schofield  with  his  “Volunteer 
Army  of  the  Ohio”,  and  his  23rd  Army  Corps  at  Columbia, 
Tennessee.  In  September  1864  the  Confederate  “Army  of  the 
Tennessee”  lay  in  the  vicinity  of  Macon,  Georgia,  a  body  of 
homesick,  dispirited  and  discouraged  men.  For  four  months 
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they  had  been  under  first  one  commander  and  then  another 
as  they  opposed  Sherman,  step  by  step,  on  his  advance  to¬ 
wards  Atlanta.  This  important  city  had  been  wrested  from 
them,  and  the  Federals  were  now  in  possession  and  making 
further  threats. 

In  July,  President  Davis  had  seen  fit  to  remove  Joseph  E. 
Johnson  and  place  command  of  these  southern  armies  under 
General  John  B.  Hood.  The  troops  were  restless  and  were 
becoming  impatient.  It  was  on  September  22,  1864  that  Presi¬ 
dent  Davis  visited  this  army  and  made  a  memorable  address 
to  the  troops.  He  told  them  that  “they  would  soon  be  back 
in  Tennessee  as  an  invasion  of  the  state  was  planned”.  Davis 
further  declared  that  “this  movement  would  place  Sherman 
in  a  worse  position  than  that  in  which  Napoleon  found  him¬ 
self  before  Moscow.”  The  objective  of  course  was  to  cut 
Sherman  off  and  leave  him  without  support  or  even  com¬ 
munications  with  the  north. 

The  Federals  were  fortunate  in  one  respect  for  they  at 
least  learned  what  was  going  to  happen  to  them  as  Davis' 
Speech  was  reported  verbatim  by  all  the  southern  press. 

General  Hood  made  his  move  as  planned  and  Sherman 
followed  him  for  some  weeks  hoping  he  might  draw  him  into 
an  engagement  but  Hood  had  no  such  intentions  and  evaded 
Sherman  by  moving  onto  the  banks  of  the  Tennessee  opposite 
Florence,  Alabama. 

Sherman  halted  his  army  at  Gaylesville,  and  ordered  Scho¬ 
field  with  his  23rd  Corps  to  join  Thomas  at  Nashville.  Sher¬ 
man  returned  to  Atlanta  and  prepared  his  army  for  his  historic 
march  to  the  sea.  For  this  march  he  had  received  permission, 
rather  than  an  order,  from  Grant  who  had  wired  him  from 
Rome,  Georgia  on  November  2,  1864  kkI  do  not  really  see 
that  you  can  withdraw  from  where  you  are  to  follow  Hood 
without  giving  up  all  we  have  gained  in  territory.  I  say  then 
go  on  as  you  propose”. 
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Sherman  sent  all  the  supplies  he  had  gathered  and  couldn’t 
take  with  him,  as  well  as  all  sick  and  wounded  men  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Thomas  then  at  Chattanooga.  On  November  12th  after 
having  received  a  final  dispatch  from  Thomas,  Sherman  had 
sent  this  reply  uDispatch  received.  All  right1’.  He  then  cut 
the  telegraph  lines  and  deliberately  severed  all  communica¬ 
tions  with  the  Northern  states. 

There  is  no  other  such  incident  like  it  in  all  recorded 
history.  A  strange  situation  as  Sherman  later  remarked  in  his 
memoirs.  “Two  hostile  armies  marching  in  opposite  direc¬ 
tions  each  in  the  full  belief  that  he  was  achieving  a  final  and 
conclusive  result  in  a  great  war”. 

In  order  for  us  to  follow  the  fortunes  of  these  twin 
brothers,  George  and  James  Thomas,  we  must  return  to  Scho¬ 
field's  army  and  the  23rd  Corps  which  had  been  ordered  to 
join  General  George  H.  Thomas  at  Nashville. 

Hood  with  his  Southern  Army  appeared  on  October  26th 
at  Decatur,  Alabama  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Tennessee  and 
moved  on  to  Florence  before  crossing.  Here  Forrest  and  his 
cavalry  joined  him  on  November  14. 

In  the  meantime  Schofield  with  his  28000  men  reached 
Pulaski,  Tennessee.  Some  interesting  maneuvers  took  place 
during  the  next  two  weeks,  as  these  two  armies  tried  to  out¬ 
flank  each  other. 

Hood  was  trying  to  cut  Schofield  off  from  his  meeting  with 
Thomas  at  Nashville  so  there  was  a  mad  rush  for  the  Duck 
River  which  the  Federals  crossed  first  with  only  minutes 
to  spare. 

It  was  at  this  point  that,  as  James  G.  Thomas  later  related, 
“we  joined  up  with  the  23rd  Army  Corps  commanded  by 
General  Schofield  just  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  battles  of 
Spring  Hill,  Franklin  and  on  to  Nashville.”  He  goes  on 
further  to  say  “During  this  campaign  we  marched  day  and 
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night,  many  times  forced  marching  with  the  enemy  at  our 
heels,  camping  out  without  tents  and  but  one  blanket  and 
many  of  us  without  our  coats." 

Hood  had  managed  by  forced  marching  to  outdistance 
Schofield  and  had  pushed  on  to  Spring  Hill  now  ahead  of 
the  Federals,  and  between  Schofield  and  Thomas.  He  was  in 
excellent  position  now  to  meet  and  crush  Schofield  who  was 
moving  slowly  with  his  wagon  trains  of  sick  and  wounded 
sent  him  by  Sherman.  Owing  to  some  mishap,  which  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained,  the  Union  forces  slipped 
by  Hood  and  entrenched  themselves  at  Franklin  on  the  Har- 
peth  River.  Of  all  the  dark  days  of  the  Confederacy,  Novem¬ 
ber  29,  1864  was  probably  the  worst  and  has  been  mourned 
as  the  “day  of  lost  opportunities". 

Schofield  did  not  expect  or  desire  a  fight  at  Franklin. 
Nevertheless  he  had  one  served  up  to  him  the  next  afternoon, 
November  30,  1864,  when  Hood  struck  at  him  when  the  eve¬ 
ning  shadows  were  beginning  to  fall.  It  is  said  that  thirteen 
separate  assaults  were  made  on  the  Union  entrenchments  and 
that  the  fight  was  carried  into  the  streets  and  door  yards  of 
the  little  town.  By  nine  o'clock  the  fury  of  the  storm  had 
passed.  Five  Confederate  Generals  lay  dead  upon  the  field 
alongside  6300  men  killed  and  wounded.  Schofield  had  lost 
about  one  third  that  number  and  by  midnight  he  was  on  his 
way,  uninterrupted,  to  Nashville  and  General  George  H. 
Thomas,  the  “Rock  of  Chickamauga". 

Thomas  had  been  frantically  building  up  the  defenses  of 
the  Capital  City,  and  these  re-inforcements  under  Schofield 
were  badly  needed. 

Grant  was  impatient,  and  the  whole  north  clamored  for 
an  attack  on  Hood  who  was  then  facing  the  city  with  38000 
men.  Grant  took  action  and  ordered  General  Logan  to  Nash¬ 
ville  to  take  command;  however,  Logan  was  late  in  coming. 
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and  by  the  time  he  had  reached  Louisville,  the  Battle  of  Nash¬ 
ville  was  history. 

Thomas  struck  at  Hood  on  December  IS  and  before  night¬ 
fall  had  pushed  him  back  two  miles. 

Hood  hoped  for  some  respite  so  he  might  recover  his 
strength.  But  this  was  not  to  be  because  Thomas  struck  out 
again  the  following  morning  and,  by  forcing  the  Southerners 
to  stretch  their  lines,  he  made  a  breach  just  to  the  left  of 
their  center.  A  general  forward  movement  began  ending  in 
an  utter  rout  of  the  splendid  and  courageous  “Army  of  the 
Tennessee'’. 

Many  historians  have  seen  in  the  “Battle  of  Nashville” 
the  most  crushing  defeat  of  the  whole  war.  Certainly  no  other 
brought  such  disaster  and  ruin  to  so  large  a  body  of  well  or¬ 
ganized  troops.  The  general  information  regarding  his  par¬ 
ticipation  in  this  campaign  is  narrated  in  a  statement  made 
by  James  G.  Thomas  in  later  years  in  support  of  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  pension  and  of  course  is  borne  out  by  history  itself. 

We  may  well  be  justly  proud  of  what  these  two  young  boys 
did  for  us  in  the  cause  of  our  country  and  the  preservation 
of  the  Union. 

These  Thomas  twins  were  discharged  from  the  service  at 
Benton  Barracks,  Missouri  on  August  IS,  1865.  They  both 
carried  the  scars  of  war  to  their  graves.  Jim  had  an  injured 
eye  and  George  a  limp. 

Parmelia  Ann  Thomas,  a  widow  since  1848,  had  raised 
her  family  of  five  boys  and  one  daughter  and  they  were  all 
now  with  her  in  a  reunited  family,  however  this  was  not  for 
long.  Within  a  matter  of  three  or  four  years  each  of  them 
had  married  and  established  a  home  of  his  own  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  vicinity,  and  all  within  the  one  county. 

The  mother  of  these  youngsters  died  in  1869  and  found 
her  last  resting  place  in  Washington  County,  Kansas.  Win- 
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ston  Thomas,  the  oldest  of  the  family  to  reach  maturity,  was 
born  in  Mercer  County  Kentucky  and  when  a  very  small 
child  was  brought  by  his  parents  to  Linn  County  Missouri 
where  he  grew  to  manhood. 

He  was  married  in  Harrison  County  Missouri  in  1863 
and  lived  there  until  1866  when  with  his  small  family  he 
moved  across  the  Missouri  River  at  Belmont  into  Doniphan 
County  Kansas  and  there  he  lived  and  died  on  a  small  farm 
not  far  from  the  County  Seat  Town. 

He  lies  with  his  wife  and  some  of  his  children  in  a  little 
cemetery  known  as  Iola  and  not  far  from  the  town  of  Sparks. 

Nancy  Jane,  the  only  girl  of  the  family,  married  and  re¬ 
married  and  lived  and  died  in  Independence,  Missouri  and 
is  buried  in  Wyandotte,  Kansas,  a  suburb  of  Kansas  City. 

William  P.  Thomas  in  1881  moved  with  his  family  to 
Gage  County,  Nebraska  and  there  he  spent  the  remainder  of 
a  long  life.  He  was  the  last  of  the  generation  to  go  and  died 
in  1937  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-seven.  He,  with  his 
wife,  lie  now  in  a  little  cemetery  near  the  town  of  Adams, 
Nebraska. 

Richard  P.  Thomas,  the  brother  who  stayed  with  his 
mother  throughout  the  course  of  the  war,  continued  to  live  in 
that  immediate  vicinity  for  the  remainder  of  his  lifetime 
where  he  raised  a  family  and  where  he  died  and  is  now  buried 
in  the  family  plot  in  the  little  cemetery  at  Wathena,  Kansas. 

George  G.  Thomas  went  to  California  where  he  married 
and  where  one  of  his  two  daughters  was  born.  He  returned 
to  northeastern  Kansas  and  spent  many  years  as  a  farmer  in 
Brown  County.  He  died  April  28,  1906  and  lies  now  along¬ 
side  his  faithful  wife  Amanda  in  the  little  cemetery  at  Mus- 
cotah,  Kansas. 

James  G.  Thomas  married  and  lived  on  a  farm  not  many 
miles  from  where  he  had  spent  his  boyhood.  Here  he  raised 
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a  family  and  here  he  lost  his  wife.  He  remarried  and  in  1901 
moved  to  Oklahoma  then  a  territory,  being  admitted  as  a 
state  in  1907. 

He  died  in  1920  and  his  body  was  returned  to  and  is  now 
resting  beside  that  of  his  first  wife  in  the  family  plot  in  Iola 
Cemetery  not  far  from  his  old  home. 

From  this  generation,  the  members  of  which  have  all  gone 
to  that  mysterious  realm  from  which  no  traveller  returns,  on 
into  the  future  the  family  has  expanded  and  scattered  far 
and  wide  to  such  an  extent  that  the  scope  of  this  work  would 
be  inadequate  to  cope  with  its  history.  Therefore  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  any  such  record  is  being  left  to  the  devises  and  wishes 
of  those  following  who  may  be  interested  in  carrying  on.
